Wits reference to the statement, which appeared 
in last week’s JOURNAL, that Lewis Owen Morris, Ist 
Art., commanded the only battery in Texas that did 
not surrender to the Confederates at the outbreak 
of tbe war, Gen. Fitz Johu Porter writes us as fo!l- 
lows: “Don’t be led into the error of believing the 
above statement, or of causing others to believe it, 
as it does injustice to meritorious officers of artil- 
lery. in March, 1861, two companies of the Ist Art- 
illery and one of the 2d Artiilery (French's, Hill's 
and Hunts, respectively) were brought from Brazo> 
and landed at Tortugas, Key West and New York. 
This, after great troubleat Fort Brown and Braz»s 
to resist pressure from the Texas commissioners aud 
volunteers sent to that region to coerce them and 
against effortsand temptations to induce the com 

manding officer to join the South and deliver the 
troops 1n New Orleans. The bringiog of those troops 
outof the powerof the Texas authorities was @ 
great triumph when we consider the fate of the 
troops at Galveston. The efforts that saved these 
artillery companies secured the escape at the same 
time of three companies of 3d Infantry and of two 
cavalry companies, the latter two under Capt. Stone- 
man via New Orleans. This matter would have been 
in the Rebellion Records had not the official report 
beep mislaid in the War Department.” Our author- 
ity for the statement, which Gen. Porter corrects,

RECENT DEATHS, 


Friest LIEUTENANT WILLIAM B. McCauivuo, Regi- 
mental Adjutant 5th U. 8. Artillery, died at bis 
station, Fort Hamilton, N. ¥. H., at noon March 26, 
1889, of congestion of the lungs, after a snort illness. 
Lieut. McCallum was born in New York, and was the 
son of Gen. McCallum, who was Superintendent of 
Military Railways during the war. He entered the 
Military Academy in 1863, was graduated June 17, 
1867, and promoted second lieutevant 5tb Artillery 
on that date, attaining the grade of first lieutenant 
Junouary 1, 1871. His entire service of nearly 22 
years was with bis regiment with the exception of 
a four years’ detail on college duty, and in April, 
1887, he was appointed to the regimental staff pogei- 
tion which be held at the time of his death. ‘One 
of bis Classmates” sends the following tribute to 
bis memory: “One of the best of men has left us 
for a better land. ‘Sandy’ McCallum, as be was 
affectionately called by bis West Point classmates, 
passed away at Fort Hamilton, N. Y. H., March 26, 
from an attack of bronchitis. To suy that bis death 
is sadly mourned does not balf express the gloom 
and sorrow that 1t bas brought to the hearts of those 

o knew bim best. His wife, bis children, bis 
brother vfficers, and the enlisted men have forever 
lost a genial, warm-hearted, courteous busband, 
father, companion and friend. His ways were those 
of love, of kindliness, and of sunshine for all. 
Hospitable and generous to a fault, his place can 
not be filled. Inconsolable are we in our grief, and 
more especially do our bearts bleed for bis wife, 
tbree children and aged mother, whose favorite son 
be was. May be rest in peace,anda may the sun-

SOME OF ERICSSON’'S WORK. 
To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HAVE que with great satisfaction, in your 
jact issue, the very full and very just account of 
the life and times of John Ericsson: I had the 
pleasure of bis intimate acquaintance, beginning 
about 1839. Iu 1844 he Janned an iron tow boat, 
built by Otis Tults, o this city, in 1845, for the 
underwriters and one or two others. She was built 
for the pur of a relief vessel, and I was con- 
nected with the late Thomas Lamb to superintend 
her construction. She had great power a plied to 
twin screws, and for about 15 ‘hep success- 
fully in this vicinity, and in towing sbips around the 
coast. As I had originated the idea of building a tow 
boat for Boston, and saw almost every rivet pla 
in her, the underwriters named herafter me. r. 
samuel H. Pook, then a mere boy, was employed bv 
me in plotting her lives, and bas often said that | 
gave bim the opportupity of laying down bis first 


vessel. 

During the time of ber construction, which oc- 
cupied several months, I saw wuch of Ericsson. My 
pamesake was the first twin screw propeller built 1 
New England, and was geuerally recognized as the 
most powerful tow boat in the United States. Sbe 
towed the,Great Republic to New York. Her great 
power, as a matter of vourse, called for large con- 
sumption of fuel, and as the underwriters paid com 
paratively small suiws for saving their own prop 
erty, the ance to her acvount at the end of years 
was alwaysou the wrong side; hence, after about 
20 years, she was sold to the United States, and 
ng good service, came te an end somewhere 
op the coast of North Carolioa. 

Among wy earlier experiences with Fricsson, was 
in building a screw steamer ealled the Edith, a full- 
rigged bark of about 400 tons, contracted for in July, 
1844, Her screw was fitted to turn up. She went to 
Bombay, sailing from New York in January, 1845, 
under command of George W. Lewis. She went to 
China, making an excellent run. Her power was 
found insufficient to ¢ yntend against the N. BE. mon 
goon, and my agents unshipped her propeller and 
sent her home via Rio Janeiro. She was then char 
tered to the United States, and took a cargo of wili- 
tary stores to Brazos Santiago. She was ably com- 
mauded by Kenny Cowillard, and performed s0 
well, that the Government bought ber and sent her 
to California under bis command. She was then 
transferred to a naval officer who ran ber on shore 
in a fog, near or 1D the Santa Barbara vbunnel, 

she was totally lost. The Hdith had my double top- 

sail rig, and was in every way welladapted for tbe 

service she was designed for: namely, to ply bet ween 

India and China. 

The next craft engiveered by Ericssou for me was 
the twin screw steamer Midas. she was launched 
at East Boston in September, 1844. She sailed round 
to New York rigged as a topsail schooner, Her 
motive power, made by Hogg and D-lawater, of 
New York, was put 'n, and she sailed. usder com- 
mand of William Poor, for China. Unfcrtuoately, 
Ericsson decided that she would make a better pas- 
sage with her wheels shipped, but she was compelled 
to put in at the Isle of France to repair serious dam- 
age to her shaft bearings, causing extensive leak- 
age; the shaft ran on brass bearings. She was re- 
paired after large expeuses, and went on to her de 
stination. mostly undor steam. After being em- 

loyed in the vicinity of the waters of Canton and 

ong Kong for several months, her boiler gave out, 
owing to want of cire by an incompetent engineer. 

Her wheels were then put under deck, and she came 

home via Rio de Janerro. Her machinery was dis- 

osed of, and sbe ran in the Rio and New Orleaus 

rade as a sailing vessel. If she had gone under sail 
alone. and been decently used, she would have 
proved a success. She was the first American steam 
vessel to go round the Cape of Good Hope. 

The next vessel engineered by Ericsson for me 
was the full rigged steamship Massachusetts, of 
about 750 tons. She was intended for a packet to ply 
between New York and Liverpool, aod made two 
voyages; but it was found that her power was inu- 
adequate to contend profitably a the rough 
waters of the Atlantic, and the ac ive competition 
of New York satliog vessels. She was cbartered to 
the Government, and carried Gen. Scott to the siege 
of Vera Cruz. She performed so well that the Gov- 
ernment bought her and sent her to California un- 

_ der the same excellent ca tain whom [ had em- 
ployed (David Wood, of Newburyport). She re- 
mained 1p the public service many vears, and was 
renamed Farrallones, for the reason that there was 
another M usetts wearing a pennant. She was 
finally sold, her motive power was removed, und she 
was renam and went into the trade of 
carrying grain to uiverpool.

THE (NEW?) REGULATION SUNDAY. 
To the Editor of the Armu and Navy Journal : 


However easy and simple a change is requested, 
of course the previous decisions must be in tavor of 
the existing state of things, no matter how bad right 
reason may show them to be. If the decisions are 
on a moral question and on appeals against an im- 
position or injustice the mere reiteration of the de 
cision and repetition of a single argumeut or illus- 
tration to sustain it does not add to its weight aod a 
mere precedent cannot prevail. But the widely dis- 
tributed appesls from various classes of people and 
from every latitude and longitude, which have been 
repeatedly presented against the present nagging 
and noxious Sunday requirements, indicate a wide 
spread sense of wroug—a wrong easily righted but 
as zealously enforced asif it were an essential and 
important good. Most discerning people can see 
that the drift of the best sentiment of our people is 
against maintaining this relic of the general harsh- 
ness of the ante-bellum discipline, and for treating 
the soldier in this and in all things as if he were a 
map and an American; the ovly question is when 
and how the change shall be effected. The time is 
about ripe and awaits the man of will to do it. 
And in effecting or refusing the change there is ne 
need of imagining the petitioners are specially ignor- 
ant and cranks, or the old timers were unnccessarily 
cruel and heedless of the comforts of their soldiery. 

Only tae arguments and precedents in favor of 
the military desecration of the Sabbath are apt to 
find any full statemect in the War Department; 
but it may be submitted iv favor of the other view, 
that Suvoday morning inspections are enforced upon 
the Army by the War Departmentiu unusually per- 
amptory and exacting phraseology. and it requires 
all the force of this exigent language to constantly 
crowd upon soldiers what other Americans are habi- 
tually freed from. There isa aiffidenceand restraint 
in approaching the War Department about mat- 
ters concerning it, as military peremptories are uo 
fairly proverbial. But appeals have arisen from all 
over the land, from all classes of people.and grades 
of officers, and the ear of authority bas been deaf to 
entreaties. A major-geveral, commodore, captain, 
chaplains, citizens, whole denominations petition 
against par. 1322, A.R, in away unknown as against 
any other regulation enforced by ‘he War Depart- 
ment; and the petitionus are met only and always 
with the sume avoswer, whatever is, is right, and 
mothers regulate their babies on Sunday aud Sun- 
day is our day for regulatiog every soldier who is 
not sick or on guard. Is not this ehbildish illustra- 
tion insufficient to carry the weight imposed upon it? 

When the War Depsrtment demands one thing 
within its walls aud avotber from the soldier, what 
ean be said for it? The petitioners sometimes think 
they speas on the authority of the Most High.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


BEFrorReE our grand ship of reform gets her upper 
decks too much overloaded with the light and bulky 
material, would it not be well to look a little to the 
ballast as a precaution against the danger of top- 
heaviness when she “cuts loose’ and starts out on 
ber important voyage? The Army can do much 
within itself for improvement. With some the en- 
thusiasm will be ata white heat before the “dog 
days;”’ but in certain matters of vital import the 
Army needs the strengthening support of the high- 
est authority. 

It is no “hidden secret’’ that some of the un- 
worthy, who hold commissions with high pay, have 
by their * brother officers,” sitting as a Court mar- 
tia), been found unfit to occupy their lucrative posi- 
tions and have been sentenced to dismissal for “*con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and gentleman,” 
“drunkenness on duty,” etc. A Court-martial— 
generally invoked as u last resort—is the only tri- 
bunal authorized by law to purge the Service of un- 
worthy incumbents; and when a gentence of dis- 
missal is agreed upon, there is not in one case in ten 
the slightest reason =e the guilty officer should be 
retained in service. ut the lamentable fact is 
patent that if he be the son, nephew or brother of a 
somebody, the case is re-tried “from afar off’’ by 
those who know least about it; aod through per- 
sonal, family and political influence the oath-bound 
judgment of the Court is brought to naught and its 
proceedings oast aside as farcial. 

_it 18 @ strange—almost inexplicable fact that 
since March 4, 1885, out of about 18dismissals, 12 have 
been overruled, either by re-instatement of the 
guilty party or mitigation of the sentenve—often to 
trivial punishment. 

Courts-martial may not be learned in the la w, but 
it is asad commentary, or would seem so, upon the 
average intelligence of such Courts that their judg- 
ment is only fit to stand 1m one case 1n three. Apply

COURT OF CLAIMS. 


Tue Court of Claims bas dismissed the petitions 
of Robert Carrick and Edward Byrne, who took ex- 
ception to the action of the President'in mustering 
them out under the Act of July ‘15, 1870, providing 
for the mustering out of officers under the operation 
of what was known as the “ Benzine x 
They recite the facts in the case of Harlow L. Street, 
aud cite the provisions of law in his case, Nott, J., 
delivering the opinion of the court, and say: 

The acts of 1866 and 1870 are therefore neither in conflict 
nor in part materia. They spring from different provisions 
of the Conatitution. The one is an exercise of the legis- 
lative power “to make rules for the government and resgu- 
lation of the land and naval forces; the other of the power 
* to raise and support armies." The former relates to the 

unishment or protection of the individual officer; the 
atter to the Army at large. It was the purpose of the one 
to secure to each officer a trial by Court- martial in all cases 
“io time of peace: it was the purpose of the otber to re- 
——— Wa Army of the United States from 45 to % reai- 
men 

The case then stands in this condition: That the statute 
(Section 11) without specifying a time authorized the Presi- 
dent to transfer officers to of supernumeraries and 
in terms required that all vacancies which might occur in 
the line “ prior to the Ist day of January,” 1871, should be 
filled * by the supernumerary officers; " that on’ December 
31, 1870, no transfers bad been made to the list of super- 
numeraries, and no vacancies existed ip the line, no 
officers bad been mustered out on the recommendation of 
the Retiring Board. The Ist of January, 1871, fell on Sun- 
day, a dies non io the clerical work of the War Department, 
so that the question resolves itself into this, whetber the 
President was uired to issue two orders, the one on Dec. 
31, 1870, transferring officers ; the other on January 1, 1871, 
mustering out all who had not been aesigned, 

The court is of the opinion thatin view of the constitu- 
tional Ty yo eT pempent, Pee of the pessesetad 
purpose of the Act n view o geveral purpose o' 
the Act 1870, Congress did not intend to make the veluation 
of the Artay conditional upon its being carried into effect 
within a designated time, and that it was equally beyond 
the tive intent that one provision of the statute 
should be carried into effect and another should fail. In 
other words, the court is of the opinion that the power of 
the President to carry into effect the provisions of the law 
continued until bis entire duty was poscpemee, 

he judgment of the court is that the petition of the 
claimant be dismissed. 

The case of Edward Byrne is identical with that 
of Street, except that the officer who succeeded 
Byrne still occupies the position to which the claim- 
ant; believes himself to be legally entitied, and 
that the appoioting power ot the President and Sen- 
ate has not intervened to remove the one by ap- 
pointing the other, and the second is that tbe claim- 
aut positively declined to be transferred. The third 
is that the order in this case affected the transfer of 
an infantry officer to a cavalry ge contrary 
tothe provision of Army Regulations, which for- 
bids such changes, except upon the mutual applica~ 
tion of two officers who may wish to exchange, and 
without prejudice to the rank of any other officer. 


As to the first and second of these distinctive facts, they 
are in effect answere1 by the construction given to the sta- 
tute in the preceding decision. As to the third, it is not clear 
to the Court that the Arm er referred to would 
be binding upon the President on a case where the interests 
of the Service required such a transfer. that as it 
may, the court is bere of the opinion that tbe act of 1870 au- 
thorized the President to make any transfer to the list of 
superpumeraries whicb he deemed it best to make, and con- 
sequently that the transfer of the claimant was operative 
and brought him within the other provision requiring his 
muster out. 

The judgment of the court is that the petition be dis-

ln the case of Carrick: 


The theory of the claimant's counsel is that the Board of 
Officers created under the provisions of Sec. II. of the act of 
1870 was in the nature of both a rt-martial anda Retir- 
ing Board, and was subject to the provisions of the statutes 
relating to the same. ‘I'reating it as such be takes excep- 
tions to the ularity of the proceedings, in that the board 
made rules, which waz beyond their authority, that the rec- 
ord failsto showthbe form of oath administered to wit- 
nesses and the official character of the persons by whom ad- 
ministered, incompetency of evidence admitted and some 
other alleged irregularities; and, finally, that the whole pro- 
ceedings were not laid before the President and approved 
} Ag as required as to courts-martial by Revised Statutes 
(Sec. 1342, Articies of War, 104, p. ‘ 

In Duryea’s case (17 C. Cis, R. 87) and cases there cited we 
bave held that the Board of Officers organized under the act 
of 1870, above quoted, was onlyan advisory rd, nota 
court,and was not bound by the statute regulations of 
courts martial, retiring boards and other courts. But if it 
were otherwise, the record shows that theclaimant ap- 
peared before the board, cross-cxamined the witness by dep- 
osition, made no objection to the admissibility of evidence 
nor to any of the prveeedings from beginning tothe end. 
This was a waiver of the irregularities of which he com- 
plains, even if they were such. 

Moreover, when the order was issued for bis muster out 
he stil! made no objection, but acce: the result and took 
the benefit which the act proffered in such case—one year's 
pay in advance—left the Service, and never offered tu _per- 
torm any duty for more than 17 years. This, of itself, was 
tantamount toa resignation and estops the claimant from 
Cuscoetuty Comantes either the pay or the office. 

Still further, tbe office which he held has been filied by 
others by a series of appointments which, according to 
decision in the Blake case (108 U. 8. R., 236), would cause his 
removal if be were not previously out of office. 

In the Duryea case, and the cases there cited, we have 
fully expressed our views on all these points,and we need 
do no more now than to refer to the opinions in those cases. 
The petition is dismissed.

Cir- 
cuit Court for the Eastern District of Michigan, on hab 
corpus, in the case of Carl Cosenow, alies Fred Smith, pri- 
vate, Co. F, 28d Infantry: A recent decision by a United 
States Court iu Michigan, touching the status of minors 
who enlist and afterwards desert from the Army. In the 
case at issue, the soldier enlisted when a minor, although 
pretending that be wus of age, and atterwurd deserted. He 
was arrested and court-martialed. While the proceedings 
of the court were awaiting review the father of the minor 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus. The United States Court 
declined to issue the writ, holuing that a minor soldier of 
the Army in confinement under a «ha: ge of desertion could 
pot be discharged from military service by the court until 
he bad been released from such confinement. It was viso 
held that a miaor'’s contract of enlistment ‘s not void, but 
voidable. Tf he be over 16 years of age he can be dis .harged 
unly upon the epplication of his parents or guardian.

COURT-MARTIAL CASGs, 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Reno for 
sleeping on post, the reviewing authority, Gen. Wesley 
Merritt, says: ** The sentence is severe beyond all precedent 
known to these Headquarters, and moreover, it is shown 
by the evidence that the soldier was sick. This last is not, 
however, an excuse for a neglect. When sick it is the duty 
of the soldier to ask for medical treatment, and to take the 
usual steps for being excused from duty, if . He 
bas no so of his own volition to attempt to perform duty 
when sick, and least of all as asentinel, when his sickness 
may involve such great risks to the Government. The Ar- 
ticle of War under which the ner was tried prescribes 
death as the extreme peualty for the crime of which he was 
convicted. It is not perhaps unnatural then that the court 
awarded the above sentence, coupled with a recommenda- 
tion of mercy signed by all the members of the court. But 
custum in this Department makes the sentence unmerciful. 
It is therefore mi ted to forfeiture of $10 per month for 
81x months, and confinement under charge of the guard tor 
the same period.”

MAJOR ARMES AGAIN, 


Masor G. A. Anes, U.S. A., retired, according 
to a Washington despatch, does not appear to have 
as yet got over bis inauguration troubles, to which 
we recently referred. The despatch says that he 
made an assault on Wednesday at the Riggs on Gov. 
Beaver, of Pennsylvania, witb the object of pulling 
his nose. The Major claims that he did pull the 
nose, but the Governor says “that while this was 
attempted, he escaped by throwing bis bead back. 
He then whirled around, and seeing who :t was that 
was trying to assault him took his crutch in his 
band and started on one leg after bim."" Observers 
of the affair agree that Gen. Beaver struck at Armes 
several times, and the General's friends say that 
Armes esca by putting one of the large ts in 
the hotel lobby between himself and the irate Penn- 
sylvavian. : 

The Pennsylvania House of Representatives passed 
a resolution on March 26 branding Armes as a 
* cowardly poltroon,”’ in spite of the fact that Gen. 
Beaver, with much better judgment, passed by the 
act of Armes as that of a crazy creature. Gen. Hast- 
ings, Adjutant-General of Pennsylvania, states 
that the letter Armes received tendering bim an 
appointment as aide, was intended for another man. 
Armes hung around headquarters until one day 
Hastings opened ths door and told him to get out. 
Gen. Hastings states that he ordered Armes to be 
rat out of the inaugural procersion, as he was riding 
alongside of the Vice resident’s carriage, bowing 
right and left in response to the cheering. Gen. 
C. H. T. Collis and Capt. John G. Bourke were ord- 
ered to bounce Armes and they did it effectively. 
Gen. Hastings says be knew of Armes's threats and 
has met bim several times in Washington, but 
Armes slunk away. He considers it al) the more 
cowardly that Armes should attack Gov. Beaver, a 
crippled soldier. 

Armes may be insane, but he has sufficient method 
in bis madness to understand the advantages of at- 
tacking a small man like Gov. Beaver, with one leg, 
instead of his Adjutant-General, Hastings, who is a 
six-footer. As it is, if Armes Lad not judiciously re- 
treated beyond reach of the Governor's crutch, be 
would have gotten the worst of the encounter. 
Some way should be found of ridding the Army of 
responsibility for Armes.

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CENTENNIAL NAVAL DISPLAY. 


THE arrangements for the celebration of the Cen- 
tennial Anniversary of the Inauguration of General 
Washington as Presideat of the United States and 
the inauguration of the Government under the 
Constitution are, after months of diligent work, 
rapidly approaching completion, and have already 
developed such proportions as to require three days 
fora proper celebration. The General Commit‘ee 
was appointed by the Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, while 
Mayor, and is composed of two hundred representa- 
tive New York gentlemen, selected from among 
those eminent in social and club circles, or in the 
learned professions or in mercantile pursuits. A 
portion of this General Committee was, at the same 
time, subdivided by him into special committees on 
States, Army, Navy, Art and Exhibition, Finance, 
Railroads and Transportation, etc. 

The venerable Hamilton Fish is President of the 
General Committee, Mayor Grant, vice Hewitt, is 
chairman, and Elbridge T. Gerry is chairman of the 
Executive Committee. William G. Hamilton, grand- 
son of Alexander Hamilton and great grandson of 
Philip Schuyler, is chairman of the Committee on 
States. 

The other chairmen are John Alsop King on 
General Government, S. Van Rennsselaer Cruger on 
Army, Stuyvesant Fish on Entertainment (ball and 
banquet), Brayton Ives on Finance, Orlando B. 
Potter on Railroads, Henry G. Marquand on Art 
and Exhibition. The Committee on Navy consists 
of Asa Bird Gardiner, chairman; John S. Barnes, 
George G. Haven, Jackson 8. Schultz, D. Willis 
James, Frederick R. Ooudert, Captain Henry 
Erben, Ogden Goelet, John Jay Pierrepont, 
Loyall Farragut, Alfred OC. Cheney, Buchanan Win- 
throp and S. Nicholson Kane, secretary. 

The chairman is Secretary-General of the Society 
of the Cincinnati and was chairman of a committee 
on the centennial celebration of the evacuation 
of New York in 1883, and formerly Professor of 
Law at the U. S. Military Academy. John 8. Barnes 
is a banker and broker, and formerly lieutenant- 
commander, U. S. N., and a graduate of the Naval 
Academy. George G. Haven and Ogden Goelet are 
prominent members of the New York Yacht Club, 
Jackson 8S. Schultz was formerly Envoy Extraordin 
ary to Austria. Frederick R. Coudert, the eminent 
lawyer, is president of the Columbia College Alumni 
Association. Oaptain Henry Erben is a graduate 
of the Naval Academy of 1854, Alfred ©, 





Cheney is president of the Garfield National Bank 
and of the National Board of Steam Navigation. 
D. Willis James, John Jay Pierrepont and Buchanan 
Winthrop are well known citizens. Loyall Farragut 
is a graduate of the Military Academy and only 
child of the deceased admiral. The secretary grad- 
uated at the head of his class at Annapolis in 1864, 
and is a prominent member and former commodore 
of the New York Yacht Club. 

At an early day the Committee on Army were able 
to invite the General-in Chief to act as grand marshal 
because Governor Hill declared his intention to order 
the entire National Guard of the State of New York 
to participate, and thus assured a command com- 
mensurate with the rank of the grand marshal. 
Secretary Whitney promised the co-operation of the 
Navy Department, and that as many ships as possi- 
ble of the North Atlantic Squadron should be 
present. He also undertook to see that his suc- 
cessor should be fully informed ‘as to the situation. 
The admiral of the North Atlantic Fleet was to 
command afloat. This was determined upon in 
committee last December. Tho Despatch was se- 
lected toembark the President at Elizabethport, 
the committee inviting to accompany him, the 
Vice-President, the Cabinet, the Supreme Court, 
the Admiral of the Navy, and a few other gentle- 
men to be named by the President, the whole num- 
ber not to exceed 50. The Committee on Invita- 
tions decided on January last to invite the Admira} 
of the Navy, the commandant of the Navy-yard 
at New York, and the commandant of the North 
Atlantic Squadron to all the entertainments; thirty 
other officers on duty will be selected for invitation 
to special parts of the entertainments, so as to 
make the list of representative. 

The yacht clubs also had to be consulted, and 
as yachts do not usually go into ‘‘ commission ” 
until a fortnight or a mouth later than the Cen- 
tennial, this element of uncertainty delayed action. 

It is now probable that the naval display on 
April 29 will be particularly impressive. Over three 
hundred steamboats will be in line, and a number 
of representative steam yachts like the Electra. 
The line will be formed in the upper New York 
bay, right resting near the Kills, and as the Presi- 
dent’s flag appears on the Despatch en route from 
Elizabethport to the foot of Wall street, New York 
City, he will be received with salutes and all the 
honors due his office. 

Each ship will then in turn, according to rank, 
follow the President, whose sbip will anchor off 
Wall street, East River, and he will be landed ina 
barge, rowed by ex-shipmasters of the Marine 
Society of the Port of New York, with Captain 
Ambrose Snow, president of that society, as cox- 
swaic. This is the society which one hundred 
years ago brought President Washington in a barge 
from Elizabethport to the foot of Wall street. Upon 
debarking the President will be received by the 
Committee on States, the Governor and Mayor, and 
escorted to the Lawyers’ Club in the Equitable 
Building to a reception of distinguished guests, 
Governors and Commissioners of States, and thence 
to a public reception at the City Hall and a sub- 
seription ball at the Metropolitan Opera House in 
the evening. 

On the second day, Tuesday, April 30, there will 
be services in St. Paul’s Chapel, where Washington 
attended a century before, followed by literary 
exercises at the Sub-Treasury in Wall street, on the 
site of Washington’s inauguration. This will be 
followed by the great military parade and review 
by the President, in which as large a naval contin- 
gent as possible will participate. In the evening 
there will be a banquet ac the Metropolitan Opera 
House. On the third day, May 1, will be witnessed 
the largest civic and industrial parede ever beld in 
New York, which will fitticgly terminate a notable 
celebration. 








Tue Army Register for 1889, with its familiar 
cover, title page, type and general make up, has at 
last made its appearance. There are but two new 
features to the book—the incorporation for the first 
time of the title of the President as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army and the name and title of the 
Secretary of War. The name of the President 1s 
not mentioned, but that of ‘‘ Hon. Wm. OC. Endi- 
cott” appears as Secretary of War. The Register 
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contains 400 page3, exactly the same number as in 
the Register for 1888. A blank page (273), how- 
ever, makes the actual number of printed pages one 
less than the old book. 








CAVALRY REMOUNTS. 


THE horse—breeding interest of this country has, 
within the last decade, grown enormously, and it is 
to day supported by hundreds of millions of capital. 
Wherever American intelligence has been applied, 
whether to thoroughbreds, trotters, pacers, coach 
or draft horses, the best results have been obtained. 
The wide range of climates, of soils and their pro- 
duets, and of locations adapted for stock farms, 
fully accounts for such success, and it may safely 
be said that the best places in the world for breed- 
ing hvrses of any kind are to be found in the 
United States. It may further be said that, except 
for the Government service, we can supply any 
demands for all sorts and conditions of horses. 

But when the question of Cavalry remounts is 
considered, the situation is very different. Agents 
from foreign governments, who have from time to 
time visited this country, have usually reported 
that we have no cavalry horses, and their report 
would be confirmed by our own officers. 

During the civil war, and for some years after 
horses for the Army were selected and purchased 
by boards of officers, and comparatively good 
results were obtained. Now, however, horses 
for our cavalry are purchased under the super- 
vision of the Quartermaster’s Department, and 
by a contractor, through the agency of civilian ex- 
perts. Of course there are inspections, and every 
endeavor possible under the law 1s made to secure 
the best animals the price can buy; but the whole 
matter ends in a more or less successful attempt on 
the part of horse-dealers, notoriously the shrewdest 
of traders, to furnish the least valuable animals at 
the highest possible price. Tue power of the Army 
officers is limited to inspection of the animals 
offered by the contractor, and to rejection of the 
poorest, but does not extend to original selection. 

The results are very unsatisfactory to our Cav- 
alry, officers and men alike, who have to use these 
horses, and the subject of remounts cf course 
strongly occupies the thoughts of our most studious 
soldiers. 

Tne plan which contemplates a Government 
breeding establishment seems to receive approval, 
but its possibility of accomplishment for years to 
come is more than doubted. Yet the difficulties in 
the way do not seem to be great. The Government 
has at its disposal unlimited ranges of grazing 
land in the vast public domain in the far West, and 
it has available the foundation for a breed of 
horses unmatched in the world for our Cavalry 
use—that is, for use in the mountains and over the 
wide plains, where our cavalry serves. It would 
be an easy matter for an experienced horseman tu 
select a few thoroughbred stallions that, crossed 
upon the better class of mares native to the West, 
should found a splendid breed of American cavalry 
horses. Such results, in the way of breeding ex 
cellent saddle horses, have already been had by 
private enterprise. The native mares furnish the 
toughness and hardiness so essential, and ths 
thoroughbred sires supply the size, weight, speed 
and courage otherwise lacking. 

Our Cavalry horses are wanted almost exclusively 
for Western service, and the advantages of raising 
them where they are wanted are too obvious to be 
discussed. With ome or more great breeding estab- 
lishments of this class, maintained by the Govern- 
ment, the matter of a renount would be reduced 
to an order for so many horses, and their selection 
by the troop commander. The cost of better horses 
than our Cavalry has ever had would, through the 
sale of surplus stock, be reduced far below present 
Prices, while more frequent remounts would mater- 
ially increase the efficiency of the troops. 

; The great existing breeding interests in other 
lines, which make possible such a sale as occurred 
in New York recently, when twenty-two trotting- 
bred youngsters brought $88,000 at auction, are 
absorbing the best horse blood of America. And 
while the Government limits its average price for 
Cavalry horses to $140, from which the commis. 
sions of two or three middlemen are to be deducted, 
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the difficulty of getting good horses for the trooper, 
whose comfort and whose very life may depend 
upon his horse, is easily understood. 








REVISION OF THE TACTICS. 

It is finally settled that the Board on the Revision 
of Tactics goes to Fort Leavenworth, the place 
originally recommended by General Drum, and de- 
termined upon by Mr. Endicott during the closing 
days of his administration. An order was prepared 
at the time, and in passing through the regular 
routine hung fire at Army Headquarters until some 
days after the new Secretary assumed charge. Gen- 
eral Schofield after consultation with the board 
urged that West Point or Washington Barracks be 
substituted in the order for Fort Leavenworth, and 
at the time of going to press last week it was un- 
derstood that his proposition in favor of West Point 
had prevailed. The Secretary of War, however, re- 
considered his action, and late Saturday afternoon 
the order as originally prepared, sending the board 
to Fort Leavenworth, made its appearance. The 
outcome of this matter has occasioned no little gos- 
sip among Army people, many of whom look upon 
itas a forerunner of further and, perhaps, more 
serious conflicts between the offices of the Secretary 
of War and Commanding General. 

The last session of the board in Washington was 
held on Saturday last, since which time the mem- 
bers have been actively engaged preparing for their 
departure to the new field of operations and in bid- 
ding farewell to their host of friends, social and offi- 
cial. They are due at Fort Leavenworth on April 
1. They will hold their session in Leavenworth 
City, going to the fort, from time to time, as occa- 
sion requires for such manceuvres as may be found 
necessary. The work of the board is still far from 
completion. Atleast another year will elapse be- 
fore their final report may be expected in Washing- 
ton. The artillery branch may be said to be about 
complete, and the cavalry is well advanced, but the 
infantry has not progressed fgrther than the 
school of the soldier. Wherever assimilation bas 
been found practicable the board has followed out 
the desire of the late Commanding General, but as 
far as the work has progressed there has been much 
less of this than was at first thought possible. Of 
the various sets of tactics and propositions submit- 
ted by the board but few have been utilized, and 
none in extenso, The new tactics will be entirely 
the work of the board. The work submitted by 
Lieut.-Col. H. S. Hawkins, 23d Infantry, is probably 
more complete, and has been more extensively used 
than others submitted. 








THE gossip of the New York Tribune says: *‘ An 
Army officer was sitting in a corridor of ove of the 
hotels che other day, with a gloomy expression on 
his face, when a friend went up to him and asked 
him what the trouble was. ‘Oh,’ he said, in dis- 
gusted tones, ‘Army men are at a discount in New 
York. You see them on all sides, and they are all 
bored to death. The wayof it is this. We who 
are on the frontier all want furloughs, When we 
get away we make straight for New York. Now, 
an Army man out West who is on active duty is 
somebody. He has a good deal of authority, and 
there are so few of them in one place that they are 
in demand. But here—no one notices us. The 
market is overstocked. So we lounge around our 
hotel, go to the theatre every evening, and pray 
for the time to come when we must return to duty. 
When we do get back we have great stories to tell 
about what good times we had in New York, and 
how we hated to put on the harness again. But, 
as a matter of fact, the best part of a furlough is 
when it is over, and one has the opportunity to 
string yarns about 1t.’” Assuming the verity of 
this narrative, we can assure the Army officer in 
question that the difficulty in New York is not that 
the city is overstocked with Army officers, but that 
everybody in the city is overstocked with engage- 
ments. It has simply become impossible for a 
busy New Yorker—and most New Yorkers are busy 
—to maintain the exact etiquette of some other 
places, and secure the necessary timefor rest and 
recreation. Oalling among gentlemen is almost an 
extinct art. They meet in their clubs, at dinners, 
and to some extent at other social gatherings, but | 
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the calling intercourse is confined to the delivery 
of cards by th» ladies of the family. The officer 
when he is at leisure on leave of absence or other- 
wise is very much at leisure; the New Yorker is 
seldom wholly at leisure, except when he is sick. 
Hence arises an incompatibility of conditions, which 
may mislead those who do not readily adapt them- 
selves to the circumstances of New York life asto the 
really hospitable disposition of the Knickerbockers. 





From all accounts, paymasters of the Army find 
themselver equal to the increased labors involved 
in the monthly payments now being made at about 
80 of the 141 posts throughout the Army. It is 
evident, however, that they have little time for 
rest, and they think it quite impossible for them to 
do more than is now being done. Tae Paymaster 
General is quite hopeful of securing a suffizient in- 
crease in his force from the next Congress to mike 
monthly payments a permanent feature throughout 
the Army. There are already many candidates for 
these places, who will probably be able to render 
some assistance in securing the necessary legisla- 
tion. Meanwhile, there is to be no reduction in the 
number of posts paid monthly, although the De- 
partment suffers the loss of one paymaster in July 
next through the retirement of Major Sharpe. It 
is proposed to fill his place by the detail of Major 
Bash, who has been off duty since he was robded, 
about two years ago, by Obarles Parker, a cowboy. 
It is not the policy of the Department to assign 
officers to duty who are held responsible for loss of 
fands until such loss is made good, but in this in- 
stance the Service will actually suffer for the want 
of another paymaster, and the fact that the two 
Houses of Congress passed a bill for Major Bash’s 
relief is considered good reason for an exception in 
his ease. It is hoped that the next Congress will 
pass a bill which will recerve Executive approval. 








THe recent action of the Second Comptroller in 
disallowing the accounts of officers for travelling 
expenses, on the ground that limited instead of un- 
limited tickets should have been purchased, has 
occasioned not a little dissatisfaction among officers 
of the Army, and especially disbursing officers, 
who are subjected to the inconvenience of correct- 
ing their accounts. The Secretary of War bas taken 
issue with the Comptroller on the subject, holding 
that the law plainly allows officers reimbursement 
tor transportation ‘‘actually paid” without any 
reference to the character of ticket to be purchased, 
That is a matter of which the officer travelliug ought 
to be the best judge, and there is no more reason 
for demanding that an officer shall always travel on 
a limited ticket than to require him to take advan- 
tage of excursion rates or to travel second class. 
An answer to Secretary Proctor’s protest is awaited 
with much interest hy disbursing officers. 





Tue Second Comptroller of the Treasury in a de- 
cision printed elsewhere, backs down from his orig- 
inal position in regard to cumulative leave to 
officers of the Army. He acknowledges the justice 
of the order of 1887, allowing leave to be charged 
to the first of the series of years in which it accrued 
instead of the last, as he bad previously ruled. In 
this connection he makes a statement that if put 
into practice will insure more liberal treatment at 
the hands of the Comptroller than has hitherto 
prevailed. He says: ‘‘Of two regulations based 
upon the same statute, both of which come fully 
within the law in protecting the interests of the 
Government and the Service, bat one of which 
gives the officer greater advantages anda wider 
freedom of choice, that one should always be 
adopted.” 


Carer ENGINEER CHARLES H. Lorine, who has 
been on waiting orders since relieved from duty as 
Engineer-in-Chief, has been assigned to duty as 
president of an experimental board on engineering 
subjects, to be convened at the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard. Chief Engineer Louis J. Allen and P. Asst. 
Engineer J. J. Barry will probably be ordered as 
members. The object is to re-establish the old exe 
perimental board which was dissolved several years 
ago through the retirement of Ohief Engineers 
Isherwood and Zeller, and to make it a permanent 
feature of the Engineer Corps. 
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Unper the new Regulations several Boards of 
Officers met this week to examine applicants for the 
position of commissary sergeant, While this may 
affect the chances of some who might have fared 
better under the old system, the new method will 
undoubtedly prove beneficial to the Service. 








MaJor GENERAL O. O. Howarp, U. S. A., now 
on a tour of inspection in the South, will, on his 
return to Governor’s Island, announce the new 
stations for the 2d and 4th U. S. Artillery, under 
the orders published last week. The 4th will sum 
mer at Atlanta. 








THE Tactical Board will rendezvous at Fort 
Leavenworth early next week, and after thorough 
practical work at that post bring its labors to a con- 
elusicn. 








Seconp AupD1TOR Day bas given his interpretation 
of the Supreme Court’s decision in the Watson 
longevily case. As we had predicted, he construes 
\the limitation clause applicable to the Court of 
Claims only, thereby conceding it to be the duty of 
the accounting officers to take up and settle all 
elaims of beneficiaries under the very plain dictum 
of the court. [tis proper to state that Auditor Day 
has always believed these claimants bad the force 
of the law on their side, and had he been in vharge 
of the office at the time the Tyler and Mor‘on cases 
came up for settlement the possibilities are that all 
the longevity claims would have been disposed of 
without waiting for the action of the courts, which 
it has always seemed could not be otherwise than 
favorable. The office, however, had for forty years 
ruled against an allowance for cadet service under 
the old laws, and in view of the large amount in- 
volved, Mr. Day naturally shrank from the respon- 
sibility of re-opening a matter rvied upon uni- 
formly by so many of his predecessors. Mr. Day is 
elearly of the opinion that enlisted as well as cadet 
service should be allowed in the settlement of 
claims under the recent decision. Should this also 
ve the conclusion of the Second Comptroller, whose 
decision is being anxiously awaited, every graduate 
ef the Military Academy now in the Army and 
many heirs will be entitled to back pay ranging 
from $100 to $6,000 in individual cases. Roughly 
estimated, $1,500,000 will be required to pay all the 
elaims of this class. 








Prince TAKEHIBITO, a brother of the Mikado of 
Japan and head of the Royal Navy, arrived in New 
York City on Monday with his Princess and a suite 
of distinguished officials and quartered at tbe Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. Lieutenant Yashi is quoted as say- 
ing: *‘ The Emperor desires to improve our present 
navy, and to that end Count Sawa (the Prince) will 
inspect your Navy-yards for the latest improve- 
ments and inventions innavalarmament. Wehave 
inspected the Mare Island Yard near San Francisco. 
We intend to inspect the Brooklyn Yard and then 
visit the Navy-yard at Washington. We are par- 
ticulariy interested in the new dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius. We have now about 30 vessels for our 
navy in the course of construction at European 
points. We do not need a large uavy at present. 
but what we do maintain is well equipped.” The 
party on March 27 made an official visit to the 
Navy-yard, and were escurted to the shops, the 
veasels, and dry dock by Commodore Ramsay, 
Captain Miller, and Lieut. Paul. The Japanese 
visitors were pot dressed in the kimono and sandals 
ef the native Japanese, nor were they jn uniform, 
but they wore citizens’ clothes of American pattern. 








Accorpiye to the London Figaro Germany has 
now its own native Zadki in the person of Dr. 
Hubbe Schleider, who has just published a pro- 
phetic forecast for 1889, which sets forth that war 
ts certain and tbat there is to bea great effusion of 
blood in what the doctor vaguely speaks of as the 
West. He is more definite, however, when he states 
that a great nation beyond the seas will be at war 
with Germany before the year is out. The Emperor 
of Germany will bein danger of sudden death on 
four days, viz., Aprill5and 16,and May 10 and 19, 
apd the cause of his demise may bea fit of apoplexy, 
a fall from his borse, or a fatal wound. As to the 
weather, the doctor promises a stormy spring, a 
burning hot summer, a dry autumn, and a most 
severe winter. 








lst LIEUTENANT CHARLES B. SCHOFIELD, 2d Cay- 
alry, was on Tuesday last regularly assigned as a 
member of General Schofield’s staff. While this 
action is in violation of the spirit of the Endicott 
lemit of tour order, it does not mean that the order 
will be revoked. On the contrary, Secretary Prov- 
tor, we understand, considers the regulation a wise 
one and will continue to enforce it. The concession 
was made in this instance at the earnest solicitation 
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of General Schofield and as a personal favor to him. 
The fact, too, that Lieutenant Schofield bas served 
Dearly four yeurs with his regimeat since detached 
from the staff of his brother, prompted the Secre- 
tary to act more willingly than be probably other- 
wise would. Lieutenant Schofield takes the place 
ou his brother's staff vacated by Lieutenant Saw- 
yer, who is now abroad on leave of absence. 








Tue General Order abolishing Sunday morning 
inspections in the Army bas not yet been issued, but 
the Secretary of War and General Schofield having 
voted their approval, it is only a question of a few 
days before the project will be put into effect. Un- 
der the proposed new order, the weekly inspections 
will be held on Saturday mornings, all work in 
connection therewith to be suspended at noon, after 
which the remainder of the day will be spent in re- 
creation. The method of recreation will be defined 
in such way as to assure physical improvement and 
at the same time benefit the men from a military 
point of view. On Sundays no work will be per- 
formed, except that necessary for guard and police 
duty. From Secretary Cass’s time until General 
Scott assumed command of the Army, the Sunday 
morning inspection was abandoned. lt was re- 
established at the instanve of she latter in 1811 and 
has prevailed eyer since, General Sherman and Gen- 
eral Sheridan having defeated all efforts for a 
change. General Sherman, in his characteristic way, 
tovk the ground that every well regulated family 
provided its childrea with a bath, a change of cloth- 
ing and 8 general polishing up on Sunday morning, 
and the soldiers being children of the Government 
he thought they should be treated in the same way. 





Aw Ottawa despatch of March 24 says: “‘ Fears are 
expressed that a filibustering expedition from the 
United States may seize the undeveloped territory in 
the Great Mackenzie River region.

RULING UNDER THE WATSON DECISION.

In Re Ulysses S. Grant, late General, U. 8. A. 


Tuts is a claim by the representatives of the late General 
U. 8. Grant for longevity pay under the principle of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the United States in the case 
ot Watson, Captain, etc. Watson bad brought suit against 
the Govecnment in the Court of Claims, where, among otber 
defences, Section 10 of the Act of March 3, 1863, was relied 
upon; and so far as it was applicable was recognized by the 
court, and Judgment rendered ia favor of Watson for a bal- 
ance not covered by that statute. It is now supposed that 
that act in some bed can be invoked to screen the Govern- 
ment from its liability under the law in this procecstna. The 
statute of limitations relied upon in the Court of Claims 
may be found in 12 Stats, at Large, p. 767,10 ap act, creating 
and defining the jurisdiction of tbat court, which in sub- 
stance limits the consideration of that court to claims 
Sos witbin six yeurs of the time of filing of petition 
therein. 

At common law, it would appear that lapse of time in no 
case formed any bar to the prosecution of a right. 

It bas frequently been judicially determined that statutes 
which alter common law remedies or affect common law 
rights must be strictly construed. (Potter's Dwarris on 
Statutes. Sedgwick on Construction of Statutes.) Statutes 
are not presumed to alter the common law further than 
they expressly declare. (10 Minn., 386; 13 Minn., 326.) nd 
a transaction must be both withio the letter and the spirit 
of the statute which derogates from the common law in 
war to be governed by it. (Dewey v. Goodenough, 56 

arb., 

Applying these rules of interpretation to the case under 
consideration, the conclusion to my mind is irresistible that 
the statute limiting the time within which suits may be 
brought in the Court of Claims against the Government 
has no application whatever to matters within the jJurisdic- 
tion conferred upon the accounting officers. And such bas 
been the uniform view taken by my predecessors, and, I 
believe, by the Comptrollers of the be ay may Examples 
directly in poiat are the settlements mate in this office, and 
confirmed vy the Second Comptroller under the authority 
of Tyler v. United States, 105, U.S.,244, and Morton y. United 
States, 111 U. 8., 1. 

It may be thought that the effect of the decision in the 
Watson case exemplifies the importance of a statute limit- 
ing the time withia which claims of this kind may be pre - 
ferred against the Government, but that consideration 
cannot affect the legal right of claimant tc the pay which 
the Supreme Court of the United States decides that Gen. 
Graut was entitled to under the law existing at the time of 
bis entry into and service in the Army, but which the ac- 
counting officers denied bim by an interpretation of the 
jaw which, in the light of the decision of the Supreme 
Court, must now be regard as erroneous. 

The question is not a new oneto me, I had occasion in 
1886 to inquire into the effect of a decision favorable to 
Watson in cases of this class; and at the request of the late 
Honorable Secri tary of the Treasury I made a report there- 
on for consideration in determining whether or not an ap- 
peal on the Watson case should be taken to the Supreme 
Court. Itisa fair assumption from subsequent action that 
the view was taken that as the case involved aclaim for 
military services actually rendered, and that if the claim- 
ants were under the law entitied to the pay claimed, then 
the Government should not seek to evade its just debt be- 
hind false constructions of law or strained applications of 
analogous statutes of limitation; and hence the opinion of 
the tribunal of last resoit should be obtained upon the 
merits of the claim. 

The Supreme Court bas decided that the Government is 
indebted to all soldiers embraced within the class of whom 
Watson was a representative. Gen. Grant was within that 
classand his admimstrator calls upon this office to adjust 
his accounts in the light of that decision. [Tam unable to 
perceive any bar thereto, Let the account be stated in con- 
tormity to the principle of that decision and be so certified 
to the Hon. Second Comptroller for his decision thereon.

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CLOSING OF BEHRING SEA. 


On March 22 President Harrison issued a procia- 
mation through the Department of State quoting 
the provisions of the law for the protection of the 
seal and salmon fisheries in Alaskan waters, adding: 
« Now, therefore, [, Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States, pursuant to the above-recited 
statutes, hereby warn all persons against evtering 
the waters of bring Sea within the dominion of 
the United States for the eogeee of violating the 

rovisions of said section 1956. vised Statutes, aud 

hereby proclaim that all persons found to be or to 
have been engaged in any violation of the laws of 
the United States in said waters will be arrested 
and punished as above provided, and that all vesse!« 
so ewployed, their tackle, apparel, furniture, and 
cargoes will be seized and forteited.”’ 

Sailing orders bave been sent to the Thetis, at the 
Mare isiand Navy-yard, to proceed to Sitka, touch 
ing on the way at such places as ber commanding 
officer may deem necessary. When she arrives at 
Sitka and communicates with the civil authorities 
she will, if the situation is quiet and her presence 
there is not required, continue on northward and 
devote attention particularly to the whaling fleet 
and to other commercial interests of the United 
States in the waters about Behring Straits and the 
Arctic Ocean. As the whaling vessels usually leave 
the Arctic io the latter part of September, the pres- 
ence of the Thetis until then will add security to 
thore engaged in that important iodustry and the 
Thetis willremain until they bave taken their de- 
parture southward, taking care not to be caught in 
the ice. She will return to Sitka and await further 
instructions.

Brever Masor-Gen. A. Baran, U. 8. A., has writ- 
ten a letter from Washington to Secretary Oliver 
Downing, of the New York Citizens’ Committee 
raising funds for tae National Confederate Home at 
Austio, Tex. Gen. Baird opens in this way: “ The 
fact that a portion of our countrymen are in dias- 
tress and need pecuniary assistance 1s a sufficient 
appeal to the generous and kind hearted. It is not 
necessary, por is it magnanimous, to inquire how 
they came to want. [ have strongly endorsed Gen. 
Sherman’s proposition to open the Home provided 
for our own svarred and honored veterans to those 
disabled ia a different cause. While the distio- 
guished leaders of the rebellion hold high positions 
in the Government and are welcomed in all our 
social gatherings, itseems to me a strange sentimen- 
tality to pronounce the one-legged Confederate an 
unfit companion for our battle-bruised but much 
respected old soldiera.”’ 

Goveruor Foraker, of Ohio, writes that, while be 
isin favor of individuals contributing to the sup 
port of ex Confederate soldiers, he is oppused to the 
Government's doing so. 











WAR RECORD vs. EFFICIENCY. 


SecreTary TRACY has defined bis intentions in the 
matter of retaining or reinstating Navy-yard em- 
ployees in the following letter addressed to an em- 
ployee in the Bureau of Yards and Docks, Washing- 
ton Navy-yard: 

I bave your letter of March 19, concerning your discbar; 
from the position of clerk in the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
in the Washington Navy-yard, in which you state your rec- 
ord as a soldier, and also that this record was the sole cause 
of your appoiatmeat. 

(on reply, and to correct erroneous impressions concerning 
the same, I have to state that you were discharged upon tbe 
recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks for inefficiency in the performance of your duties, 
Atthe time of my approval of the recommendation for 
your dismissal I was not aware of your wilitary record, and 
it is a cause of deep regret that such a result should bappen 
toa soldier. But, nevertheless, it is necessary to the proper 
transaction Of the business of the Navy Department that 
persons holding positions thereunder shall be able to dis- 
charge their duties in a manner satisfactory to their supe- 
rior officers, While the fact of a _— bavivg a good rec- 
ord asa _ soldier will be considered among the best of rec 
ommendations for retention in or appointment to a position 
under the Navy Department, ability to pertorm satisfacto- 
rily the duties of the pusicion which he holds or to which he 
aspires must be a condition precedent to tavorable consid- 
eration of an application for retention or appointment.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE CENTENNIAL PARADE, 


Bric.-Gen. DoyLe, commanding the 4th Brigade, 
N. Y., bas issued a circular to yyy in which 
he says: ‘*The brigade commanded b; me will leave 
their various armories on Sunday, April 28, and the 
return will be made on Wednesday, May |, requir- 
ing the absence of the officers and men three days, 
one of which, however, isa legal holiday. This pa- 
rade bas been ordered by the Governor, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the State forces, and attendance 
is compulsory upon the part of every regularly en- 
rolled officer and man in good payee condition. 
The men have po option or volition regarding this, 
and failure to report will subject them to Courts- 
martial with attendant fine or imprisonment. This 
order does not contemplate a pleasure trip but a 
mobilization of the whole National Guard at one 
point, and the great advantage to the Guard and the 
State will be derived from the experience to be 
gained iu handling large bodies of troops with dis- 
pateb and facility, the organization of the various 
staff departments for active duty, and to enable the 
people to see ite small army massed and equipped 
for duty. LI earnestly trust that all employers will 
realize the value of the National Guard to the State, 
and will place no obstacle in the way of employees 
responding to this order, even though it may entail 
some temporary tnconvenience. The National Guard 
of this State has beep broughtto a condition second 
to none, and isa matter of just pride to every citizen. 
National Guardsmen give time. expense and thought 
to this service, ion large measure gratuitously; ana 
such is devoted to the general good, and especially 
to the good of the large employers of labor and 
owners of city property, and these classes should be 
the last ones in my judgment to oppose or obstruct 
anything that will advance the interest of our mil- 
itia. On the contrary, 1 feel that enc-uragement 
should be given to all those who willingly and faith- 
fully perform a public service shoro of power, ex- 
cept upon the callof public necessity, aud devoid 
of emolument at all times.”’ 

The circular bas an application beyond General 
Doyle's command and we specially commend it to 
the notice of employers every where. 

Col. T. H. McGrath, Asst. lnsp.-General, 8. N. Y., 
at the inspection of the 28th Sep. Co., Utica, N. Y., 
in reference to tbe parade in N. Y. City, April 30, 
said: “I want to impress on your minds the thought 
thatin toat parade New York should shine above 
all. Gen. Porter knows you can do it, and be sin- 
cerely hopes that you will. It depends on the com- 
peer. and more than that, on the ingividual effort 
of the members. The captain can’t do it, or half the 
company can’t do it, but all must. 

“This trip will not be a picnic. You are to be 
paid for your service, and subsistence will be pro- 
vided, and you will be under strict military orders 
from the time you leave Utica until the time when 
you return. The parade will be carried on asif you 
were in an enemy's country. You will not be al- 
lowed to go about the streets or to visit friends in 
the city. You wil! go there as the 28th Separate Co. 
and return as such.”’ 

The latter statement fully bears out the informa- 
tion on the subject published in the JouRNALseveral 
weeks ago. The Connecticut commission to the Wash- 
ington Inauguration Centennial includes lineal de- 
scendants of Roger Sherman, Jonathan Trumbull, 
Oliver Ellsworth, Jeremiah Wadsworth, William 
Samuel Johnson, and Jonathan Sturges, the Sena- 
tors and Representatives in the first Congress. ‘The 
representative of Gen. Jeremiah Wadsworth is bis 
great grandson, Major-Gen. Alfred H. Terry, U.S.A. 

The committee has finally decided that the vet- 
erans of the National Guard cannot parade in the 

military procession. The number of regularly or- 
ganized troopsand theG. A. R. who will take part 
in the parade is so great that it is considered utter! 
impracticable to increase the size further. Sboul 
the veterans be allowed to parade the same right 
would have to be conceded to other organizations 
and independent companies. No slight is inteaded 
to the veteran organizations of the National Guard. 
Latters have beeu sent to the Governors of the dif- 
jerent States asking them to appoint an officer to 
act as marshal on the day of the military parade, so 
that each State may be represented in this manver. 
Tickets for the grand stand at Madison Square will 
be sold for 8 each and for the stands at 42d street 
and Waverly Place $2 each. The tickets will be ready 
for sale in about 10 days. The Orlando Guards and 
the De Land Riflea, of Florida, bave decided to take 
part, and Richmond, Va., Light Infantry Blues have 
also signified their intention of being present. 

The batteries of artillery of the Regular Army will 
be housed in the new stable at 49th street between 
7thand 8th avenues, provision having been made 
for some 300 horses. They are particularly fortun- 
ate in securing these fine quarters. They are among 
the best to be had, and aside from being very roowy 
and handy, offer the greatest safety for storage. The 
troops from Massachusetts and the 6th Battery, of 
Bingbawton, N. Y., will be quartered at the arm- 
ory of the Ist Battery, Capt. L. Wendel. 

The members of the N. Y. Legislature and other 
officers have beenu,ereatly excited because of a re- 
port tbat no accommodations had been provided for 
them or would be saegey by the Centennial Com- 
mittee to enable them to witness the parade. This 
was resented ip the House and Senate, particularly 
as $225,000 had been appteprietes, besides $15,000 to 
tbe Aldermen to make the celebration a succes. 
Rumors were rife that Gov. Hill had issued an order 
countermanding the parade of New York troops, 

/but thisis uotrue. Mr. Gerry is reported to have 
said in substanve that if the Legislature did not be- 
have itself the committee could change the line of 
march, thereby indicating that the stand which the 
Legislature intends to erect will be left out in the 
cold. A‘despatch from Albany, March 28, says that 
Maj.-Gen. J. Porter remarked in reference to the 
matter: “Theee strictures are alitcgether unneces- 
sary. The Legislature appropriated $200,000, of which 
$125,000 goes for the troops, $20,000 to the Grand 
Aroy and $55,000 to the committee. When Mr. Gerry 
threatens that the line of march will be changed be 
forgets the fact that Gov. Hill, as Commander in- 
Chief, can direct the 13 000 State troops to pass what- 
ever point he may see fit. The Grand Army men of 
New York, receiving as they do substantial aid from 
Se State, will of course follow the New York Siate 
roops.” 
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The views of the adjutant-zenera! are undoubtedly 
correct, but tke whole trouble is certainly due 
to a misunderstanding. The committee will, of 
course, make proper provision for the Legislature 
and other State officers. Mr. Gerry is surprised that 
“the members of the Legislature could have im- 
agined they were going to slight them in the mat- 
ter of tickets to the reviewing stands orin any other 
matter. The intention all along has been to erect an 
enormous stand, to extend all along Madison Square 
from 23d to 26th streets to contain thousands of peo- 
ple. Seats in the ceutre of this were to be givea to 
the President of the United States and his party. the 
delegates from Congress, the Governors of the 
States and others. Then, immediately adjoining on 
either side, were tu be the seats for tha members of 
the Legisiature and their families, and there was to 
be set apart 672 tickets for them,which woul4 be four 
or five apiece for each member.” Col. Crager ex- 
pressed the same feeling in a letter to the Speaker of 
the Assembly. 

The whole trouble will, of course, be adjusted and 
the grand parade will take place as arranged, to the 
delight ana satisfaction of everybody, whether ta 
the ranks or on the stand. 





UNIFORM OF THE SEVENTH NEW YORK. 


Tue Troy Observer is much exercived on the sub- 

tof the uniform of the 7th Ragiment, of which 

t says: 

The 7th Regiment, of New York, is entitled to the credit 
of beiug the crack organization of the State, but they are 
none too good, in our opinion, to wear the service uniform 
of the Guard. This they openly refuse to do and have eo 
notified the authorities, who should bave backbone enough 
to compel them to observe State rules and copied ees. Toe 
Seventh has ao elegant uuviform of gray which they wear 
on all occasions and it attracts much attention. Take it for 
instance on the occasion of the inaugural parade in New 
York City next month they will appear with it, wuile the 
orgaoizations, who also have fine clothes, will be compelled 
to appear in that furcished by the State. There should be 
no exception tothe rule, and if the Seventh is allowed to 
wear thi uniform of gray why the Sixth of this city and 
every other imeot or separate company in the Guard 
should be permitted to wear their individual uniform. In 

vakiog of the coraing inaugural parade, the Acjutant- 
General says in bis orders issued to the Guard: * Tne State 
uviform and equipments as issued are prescribed for this 
parade. In all cases where changes ia the State uoiformsor 
equipments bave been permitted, such permission is hereby 
revoked,” It is a poor rule that won't work both ways. But 
it seems that by the law that established the sombre State 
uviform exempted the 7th Regiment from wearing it. The 
fault is that such a law should have D a 
Seventh should be provided with the State uoiform, and on 
certain os be made to wear it. 

In respect to the above article a prominent officer 
of the 7th Regt. says: 

“After a controversy of several years as to the 
adoption of a State uniform, to be furnished at the 
expense of the State, in which the 7th and some 
otber regiments contended that distinctive uniforms 
are conducive to the welfare and prosperity of Na- 
tional Guard organizations, a compromise was 
agreed upon and the Military Code was so amended 
that in case any regiment, battalion or company did 
not apply for or receive the State uoiform, its uai- 
form as approved and used should continue to be its 
lawful unitorm. No partiality was shown to the 7th 
Regt. by this enactment, for every regiment, battal- 
ion and company in the State had the right, uoder 
its provisions, tv continue to wear its distinctive 
uoviform, provided it dia not make requisition for 
the State uniform, but continued to provide its dis- 
tinctive uniform at its own expenee. It is not likely 
that this agreement will ever be violated, or that 
the legislature willcompelany vermget b orgauization 
to accept uniforms from the State when such regi- 
ment, battalion or company is willing to provide its 
members witha serviceable uniform that is distince 
tive, at its own expense. Those organizations which 
subject the State tothe expense of furnishing them 
with uniforms should not object to wearing whatever 
pattern or material the State supplies, and it is fair 
to say the Stateof New York furnishes uniforms and 
equipments of excellent style and material; but it 
is unfair to claim that organizations of the National 
Guard that are willing to purcbase tbeir own uni- 
forms and to relieve theState of the expense, should 
be deprived of a privilege which the law bas guar- 
anteed them. It 1s because the 7th Regt. believes 
that its distinctive and historical unifurm is an im- 
portant elemeut of its great prosperity and that it 
adds largely to tre esprit du on of the organize- 
tion, that it continues to wear it, and expects to 
wear it for all time to come. Avy official action th t 
would change the uniform of the regiment, if not 
fatal to the organization, would greatly impair its 
*trength, efficiency and usefulness,” 





Seventh New York.—Col. Emmons Clark. 


TRE annual sapeees aod review aud the presen- 
tation of badges ia this regiment bas become one of 
the fixed events of the military year, as it 1s one of 
the most brilliant. Wednesday evening, March 27 
the great drill room in the armory was thronge 

long before the battalion formed, and the elegantly 
costumed tadies with the representatives of the 


jeunesse dorée in attendance upon them, made the 


galleries glow with brilliant colors. It was under- 
stood that this would be the last ovcasion of this 
sort in the armory before Col. Clark's retirement 
from active service, and the reeiment turned out in 
great force. The total pumber enlisted, present, 
was 1,011, including 30 in the band. A guard of 15 
men, with a sergeant and three corporals, was de- 
tailed, with Lieuts.

As to the appearance of the men and the manner 
in which the various evolutious were performed, it 
is sufficient to say that the regiment was at its best, 
and therefore eo nearly perfect as to disarm criti- 
cism. Perhaps one could observe among the men 
out of ranks, a dispositiou to be severely military in 
appearance that passed beyood what is necessary, 
but this is a most excellent fault in a volunteer 
command and has no worse effect than to give an 
unvaturully stiff appearance to some. In tberanks, 
the good effects of this ultra-wilitary desire are 
parent and everything that was doue was faultlessly 
and therefore beautifully executed. 

The battalion formed line Bromotiy end a band 
some dress parade followed, Major Kipp in com 
mand. After thu ceremony the review by Gen, 
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Fitzgerald took place, the battalion first being closed 
in mass on the 7th company, then moving from the 
head of the column by mgbt forward fours rigbt, 
each company successively forming line for the pas- 
sage in review, by fours left, and after the passage 
agaio executing right forward, roure right. Marred 
as this ceremony is of neceasity, by the want of 
room for wheeling, it was still a beautiful piece of 
work and very pleasant to a suldier's eye.

Its unsteadiness may be attributable partly to a large per- 
centage of new material. Its instruction ia the School of the 
Company, however, evidently requires more attention at 
the bunds of its captain. The rauks of Co. I were partly 
filled by men from other companies, which may io a meas- 
ure account for its shortcomings. Errors and omis- 
sions, particularly on the part of most of the guides, and of 
the officers of the two companies mentioned, were frequently 
made during the drill. Ta every such instance the instruc- 
tor carefully po‘nted out the errors and ordered a repeti- 
tion of the movement, invariably with good results. A 
and K deserve mention for their steadiness and good work. 
The drill was, on the whole, a good ove, from which much 
might be learned by officers, guides and meno alike, but was 
hardly up to the previous drill of the other wing under the 
same instructor. The battalion was dismissed promptly at 
10 o'clock, a 10 minutes’ rest witb arms stacked having been 
given the command during the drill.

The failure of his previous vessel, the 
Prima Vista, after what he regarded as a successful 
test of the priuciple involved, decided Dr. Jackson 
to not only improve the machinery, but to build a 
pew vessel, and the Evolution isa the craft which he 
has now nearly compieted. Mr. E. EK. Roberts, late 
of the Engineer Corps, Unitea States Navy, in speak- 
ive of this new method of paqpelcten, recalled bis 
first impression of the Prima Vista. He says that 
bis tendency to mirth when shown the vessel was 
only chi cked by bis regard for the doctor. Bat this, 
he says, was changed to astonishment when the 
lines were cast off and the boat commenced to 
move. *.'0 the best of my recollection,’ he said, 
“the nozzle which drove the Prima Vista was only 
X inch in diameter, flared to 5¢ ineb.
